TA6-l56lff ^ 
brought a pamphlet, which he had received in the mail, to this office. 
This literature was in an envelope postmarked Los Angeles, Calif., 
February 11, 1961:, with a return name and address of PROFESSOR WISDOM, 
P.0. Box 21*, Pemberville, Ohio. It was addressed to SUBJECT at 1011 
Be 9 6y Dr a § "wtiicti w&g his sddrsss £i*obi Fshstisry to in 1^63* 

SUBJECT was concerned about this pamphlet because of its theme, 
which is anti-Irish and anti-Jewish. He did not know how his name and 
address got on the mailing list for this type of literature. SUBJECT 
has a responsible job with WESTERN UNION in Dallas as a wire and 
repeater technician, and he is afraid he might lose his job if an 
investigation is made on this PROFESSOR WISDOM and his name is found 
on the mailing list. 

This pamphlet is entitled, "HOMO SAPIENS VS IRISH", and in 
smaller letters the words, "THE SIMIAN USURPATION OF THE PRESIDENCY". 
Stamped on the cover of this literature in blue ink are the words, 

"IN MEMORY gram ravin , AND OF A COURAGEOUS VICTIM OF 

THE JEWISH- IRISH UNDERWORLD", which evidently refer to the assassina- 
tiQT» nr Pres-i riant. .TOWN F. KENNEDY and the subsequent slaying of LEE 
kHARVEY OSWALD bv JACK RUBY. The envelope and pamphlet receivedTjy - 
SUBJECT are attached to the original of this report.
